‘Some solace’ for 
mother of victim 
in child-pom case 


‘She just wanted to be 
validated.’ Guilty plea 
brings some comfort, 
but publication ban has 
silenced teen, mom says 


The mother of a teenage girl 
victimized in a prominent child 
pornography case said she felt 
a measure of comfort Monday 
after one of the accused plead¬ 
ed guilty, but she also believes 
her daughter’s story is not get¬ 
ting the attention it deserves 
because of a publication ban. 

“I do feel some solace in 
that she just wanted to be valid¬ 
ated,” the mother said after 
one of two men charged in the 
case in Halifax pleaded guilty to 
making child pornography. 

“She wanted ... people to 
know that this actually hap¬ 
pened to her instead of being 
blamed for ... (it).” 


But the mother said a man- 
datoiy publication ban that 
prevents her daughter, now 
deceased, from being identified 
has effectively silenced her. 

“The reason she came for¬ 
ward and she was brave and 
told her story is because she 
didn’t want the silence,” the 
mother said outside court. 

The Crown dropped a 
second charge of distributing 
child pornography against the 
accused, who is now 20 but can¬ 
not be named because the of¬ 
fence occurred when he was 17. 

Based on an agreed state¬ 
ment of facts read into the 
court record by Crown lawyer 
Alexander Smith, the teen girl, 
then 15, went to the accused’s 
house where she, a friend and 
four male youths drank alcohol 
in the fall of 2011. 

Smith said the accused took 
a photograph later that night 
with his cellphone of one of the 
male youths having sex with 
the girl while she was vomiting. 


Next step 


The accused has a senten¬ 
cing hearing scheduled for 
Nov. 13. 


She was unaware the picture 
was being taken and did not 
give consent to it, Smith said. 

After the accused was ar¬ 
rested in 2013, he told police 
he sent the photograph to the 
male youth who had sex with 
the girl the next day, Smith 
said. The accused is not alleged 
to have sent the photograph 
to anyone else, but the image 
was distributed to numerous 
people, most of whom at¬ 
tended the same high school 
the girl did. 

The girl died after she was 
taken off life-support follow¬ 
ing a suicide attempt in 2013. 
Her family says she was bullied 
for months as a result of the

Martial artist loses inner 
calm over suspected arson

Taekwondo student Angela 
Jorgensen said it was dev¬ 
astating enough to learn 
that her martial-arts studio 
burned to the ground, but the 
recent announcement that 
police suspect arson makes 
her “quite angiy.” 

Jorgensen trains with 
Yang’s Martial Arts Centre, 
one of the organizations that 
became homeless when a fire 
destroyed their commercial 
building at 5426 Portland 
Place on Sept. 14. 

“Hearing that it’s ... an 
arson investigation, that was 
just really upsetting,” Jorgen¬ 
sen said Monday. 

“I was also quite angiy to 
be honest, because our do¬ 
jang is not just a place to ex¬ 
ercise. We’re like family, and 
it’s therapy for us.” 


She estimates about 
$10,000 worth of mats, pads, 
kicking shields and other 
gear was lost, in addition to 
student uniforms and the belt 
of owner Song-Ho Yang. 

They are now tiying to 
come up with fundraising 
ideas, which could include a 
silent auction or band night. 

Classes are now being held 
at the Needham Commun¬ 
ity Centre, Jorgensen said. 
The space is smaller, so they 
are still looking for a more 
permanent home. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Pierre 
Bourdages said Monday the 
case had been handed to 
them after an investigator 
“came into some evidence 
that would suggest that this 
fire was suspicious.” 

He said there haven’t been 
any developments yet, as it is 
“still very early on in the in¬ 
vestigation.” 

She said other martial-arts 
groups have offered some 
gear, and they were going to 
look at what exactly is need¬ 
ed after Monday’s practice. 

“We’re trying to get every¬ 
thing back as quickly as pos¬ 
sible,” Jorgensen said.

The large windows of Got¬ 
tingen Street’s newest grocer 
show a renovation site with 
no veggies in sight yet, but the 
chair of the Community Carrot 
Co-Operative is hoping opening 
day will be sooner than later. 

On Monday afternoon, 
Norman Greenberg walked 
through the storefront full of 
empty shelves at 2063 Got¬ 
tingen as volunteers and con¬ 
struction workers put up the 
awning outside. 

“We are on track to open 
as soon as we can,” Green¬ 


berg said, adding there have 
been renovation issues around 
plumbing and electrical work 
in the old building. 

“I’ve been saying we’re go¬ 
ing to open in two weeks since 
June, so I’m still saying (that), 
but I have no idea.” 

The space was purchased 
with The Carrot’s $115,000 win¬ 
nings from the Aviva Insurance 
contest nearly two years ago, 
Greenberg said. 

They are now waiting on 
permits, and Greenberg said 
the store should be open as 
soon as they come in. 

“It’s been a difficult wrestle, 
but it’s been positive too, be¬ 
cause we’re close,” he said. 

Greenberg has worked on 
Gottingen Street as a psycholo¬ 
gist, and said he saw the need 
for fresh food in a whole neigh¬ 
bourhood that hadn’t had ac¬ 
cess to local produce “for a long 
time.” 

Jon Nichols was helping 
with renovations Monday, and

main supplier alongside 
farms and businesses from 
across the province, Nor¬ 
man Greenberg said, and 
they are now in the midst 
of hiring about a dozen full 
and part-time employees. 


said he wanted to help out with 
the “good cause” in his old 
neighbourhood although he 
now lives in Dartmouth. 

“It was always more of a 
challenge,” Nichols said about 
hying to buy groceries in the 
area. “You had to kind of plan 
more ahead where you had to 
go” 

Greenberg said it’s easy to 
grab prepared food but part of 
the co-op’s mission is to help 
their members (200 so far) get 
back to basics with recipes and 
pop-up kitchens. 



Storm brings month’s worth of rainfall to N.S. 



It wasn’t actually a hurricane, 
but the system that battered 
Nova Scotia Sunday night and 
into Monday caused localized 
flooding, basement leaks, and 
thousands of power outages 
nonetheless. 

Environment Canada me¬ 
teorologists said 103 milli¬ 
metres of rain was recorded at 
Halifax Stanfield Internation¬ 
al Airport, most of it in a six- 
hour period overnight. 

That’s one millimeter 
more than the normal rainfall 


total for the entire month of 
September. 

Tracey Talbot said the prob¬ 
lem wasn’t just the amount of 
rain that fell, but the speed. 

“These are the kind of rain¬ 
fall rates that you typically 
get localized flooding, flash 
flooding situations,” she said. 
“We saw 20, 30, even 40 milli¬ 
metres in an hour.” 

Wind speeds reached 83 
kilometres an hour at the 
airport, and Talbot said they 
ranged from 70 to 90 km/h in

the Halifax region. 

Downed trees and branch¬ 
es caused power outages to 
peak at more than 50,000, ac¬ 


cording to Nova Scotia Power. 
That was down to just over 
600 by late Monday after¬ 
noon. 

Talbot said it was the 
storm’s tropical attributes 
that made it so severe. 

“This air mass did have 
a lot of tropical characteris¬ 
tics with it, being warm and 
moist,” she said. “That’s the 
kind of thing that we often see 
in the fall around here when 
these systems come up.”

Five Ontario residents are 
scheduled to appear in Hali¬ 
fax provincial court Tuesday, 
accused of stealing thou¬ 
sands of dollars from local 
banks. 

Halifax Regional Police 
officers responded to the 
Bank of Montreal on Quin- 
pool Road on Sept. 19 after 
staff became “suspicious of 
a customer,” according to a 
release.

The Liberals have won a ma¬ 
jority government in New 
Brunswick on a promise to re¬ 
build the province’s roads and 
bridges to create jobs, turfing 
the Progressive Conservatives 
from power after one term in 
office. 

At 32, Brian Gallant is 
slated to become the country’s 
youngest premier and leads 
the Liberals to their fourth 
straight election victory in the 
past year in Eastern Canada 
after wins by the party in On¬ 
tario, Quebec and Nova Scotia. 

The Tory defeat on Mon¬

Amid diplomatic hustle and 
bustle expected as the UN 
General Assembly convenes 
this week, the family of a 
Egyptian-Canadian journal¬ 
ist imprisoned in Cairo is 
hoping the leaders of Canada 
and Egypt will find a quiet 
moment to discuss Mohamed 
Fahmy’s case. 

The gathering in New 
York is being attended by 
both Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper and Egyptian 
President Abdel Fattah el-Sis- 
si — a rare coming-together 
Fahmy’s family hopes might 
yield some results. 

“It’s an excellent oppor¬ 
tunity to seize,” Fahmy’s 
brother, Adel Fahmy, said. “I 
hope they can capitalize on 
it.” 

The family isn’t necessar¬ 
ily hoping Harper will de¬ 
mand Mohamed Fahmy’s im¬ 
mediate release — although 
that is their ultimate goal — 
rather, they hope Harper or 
his ministers can at least con¬ 
vince their Egyptian counter¬ 
parts to move the case along. 

“We (hope) that there

Three Afghan National Army 
officers who went missing 
during a training exercise 
at a Cape Cod militaiy base 
were detained Monday at the 
U.S.-Canadian border, Mas¬ 
sachusetts law enforcement 
officials said. 

Massachusetts state police 
were notified that the three 
were being questioned by fed¬ 
eral authorities at Rainbow 
Bridge, which connects Ni¬ 
agara Falls, N.Y., and Niagara 
Falls, Ont., said spokesman 
David Procopio, who did not 
have further details. 

There was no immediate 
comment from the Pentagon. 

U.S. Customs and Border 
Protection officials in Niagara 
Falls said they didn’t have the 
men in custody. Messages left 
for Canada Border Services 
Agency weren’t immediately 
returned. 

Military officials said the 
Afghan soldiers had been 
participating in a U.S. Cen¬ 
tral Command Regional Co¬ 
operation training exercise 
at Joint Base Cape Cod. They 
arrived at Camp Edwards on 
Sept. 11 and were last seen 
Saturday at the Cape Cod 
Mall in Hyannis during an off 
day.

Save the Earth with a printer? 


Going green. 

A Waterloo, Ont., 
business promoting its 
3D printer in NYC argues 
the product can be good 
for the environment 


While hundreds of thousands 
of people marched against 
climate change in New York 
City, across town, two young 
Canadian entrepreneurs dis¬ 
played an invention they 
hope might put a little dent 
in the global carbon footprint. 

The business partners from 
Waterloo, Ont., took home a 
couple of the judges’ ribbons 
at a technology fair Sunday 
afternoon, as they showed off 
an adapter that allows home- 
style 3D printers to work with 
additional materials. 

Hooked up to one of these 
syringe-like contraptions, 
they say, a home unit is no 
longer confined to just print¬ 
ing plastic. Suddenly, a high- 
tech do-it-yourselfer’s reper¬ 
toire might include ceramic, 
wood filler, clay, hydrogels — 
pretty much any viscous sub¬ 


stance that can be squeezed 
through a little tube, at room 
temperature. 

“Are you 3D-printing Nu¬ 
tella?!” one woman burst out 
as she arrived at the display 
stand for Structur3D. 

Yes, in fact, they were. 

Playing to the local crowd, 
they had even set up a 3D 
printer to draw a chocolatey 


replica of a New York Yankees 
logo. 

Mire made the point that 
his $379 gizmo also has ser¬ 
ious applications, beyond 
Nutella spreads. One of those 
happens to be environmental 
— a buy-local movement, if 
you will, narrowed down to 
your own house. “It’s one less 
trip (people) have to make to 


the store. It’s one less thing 
they have to order off of the 
Internet,” Mire said. “They 
can use locally sourced ma¬ 
terials or make things in their 
own homes. In a way, it really 
could reduce carbon foot¬ 
prints on a cumulative level....

The actor, who holds a 
masters degree from the Yale 
School of Drama, had no idea 
there were big changes in 
store for Agent Ward. 

“I’m glad they didn’t tell 
me,” he says, “because I really 
would have tipped my hand. 
They told me the episode be¬ 
fore and there were a couple 
of shoot days left and even in 
those shoot days it kind of did 
me in mentally because I was 
thinking, ‘Am I listening like 
a spy? Am I giving too much 
away?’ All I was doing was 
listening in the scene. Stand¬ 
ing and listening. But the way 
in which I was listening, I 
wasn’t so sure about.”

Idiopathic pulmonary 
fibrosis. Rose 
McGowan got involved 
in the fight against the 
deadly disease after her 
father passed away

For the last 22 years, actress 
Rose McGowan has enter¬ 
tained us on the silver and 
small screens. But playing 
Tatum in Scream or Paige on 
Charmed wouldn’t compare 
in difficulty to the role she 
played when her father was 
diagnosed with idiopathic pul- 
monaiy fibrosis (IPF). 

“It was definitely my real- 
est role,” says McGowan of 
being her father’s caretaker 
during his fight with the fatal 
lung disease, which causes 
scarring that makes it increas¬ 
ingly difficult to breathe. 
“Breathing is so fundamental. 
So to have it bring you closer 
to dying eveiy time you do it is 
horrifying.” 

After her father’s death 
five years ago, McGowan be¬ 
came involved with the Coali¬ 
tion for Pulmonaiy Fibrosis 
and Daughters of Pulmonary 
Fibrosis in the U.S. She re¬ 
cently teamed up with the 
Canadian Pulmonary Fibrosis 
Foundation (CPFF) for its IPF 
Awareness Month, which Mc¬ 
Gowan says is a feat in itself. 

“When I became involved, 
there was hardly a website,” 
she says. “So, to designate 
September as IPF Awareness 
Month is huge. I think people 
are asking what it is a lot 
more. There are so many caus¬ 
es people can pay attention to 
but this one is really import¬ 


ant, especially since it is cross¬ 
ing age lines.” 

Though about 15,000 Can¬ 
adians are diagnosed and 
5,000 die of IPF eveiy year, 
little is known about the dis¬ 
ease, including its origins. And 
while it generally hits those 
who are 50 or older, in 2011, 
Helene Campbell, a 20-year- 
old Canadian, was diagnosed. 
Like many sufferers, Camp¬ 
bell, who appeared on Ellen 
after her organ-donor video 
went viral, was misdiagnosed 
with asthma. Other misdiag¬ 
noses include pneumonia or 
heart failure. 

“It is common to be mis¬ 
diagnosed because all the 


complaints sound like dif¬ 
ferent things.” Symptoms 
include blue lips, diy cough, 
difficulty getting a full breath 
and uneasiness. “I had never 
heard of it and neither had my 
dad; that’s why it was such a 
shock. I went with him to the 
pulmonologist after he was 
misdiagnosed for about nine 
months and the doctor just 
shook his hand and said, ‘I’m 
so sorry.’” 

As part of its efforts, CPFF 
launched a social media cam¬ 
paign called Kiss IPF Goodbye. 
For eveiy share of the organ¬ 
ization’s videos and/or use of 
the hashtag #I<issIPFGoodbye 
on Faceboolc, Twitter or In- 


stagram, pharmaceutical com¬ 
pany Boehringer Ingelheim 
will donate $5 for research. 

Aside from educating the 
public, McGowan spends time 
with IPF patients and their 
caretakers. Having watched 
her father go from a “bear of 
a man who hiked trails eveiy- 
day, was super active and a 
vegetarian” to being unable to 
walk up one stair caused a lot 
of confusion and frustration, 
she says. 

“It was horrible seeing 
him go through it and it’s so 
awkward because I look back 
and there’s all these things I 
should have asked and said,” 
she says. “I would say to any¬ 


one who has a sick loved one, 
just talk. There are also sup¬ 
port groups for both patients 
and caretakers because it’s ex¬ 
hausting.” 

McGowan is realistic about 
her expectations for short¬ 
term IPF research and says she 
hopes to see a treatment de¬ 
veloped to slow the progress 
of the disease. “To help people 
live better lives while they are 
here is really my goal,” she 
says. “It’s one of those things 
where people are like, ‘I want 
to lend my voice and support’ 
but for me, it’s like, ‘I want to 
lend some reality.’ This is real 
and it’s scaiy and it hurts. I 
want that to stop.”

Loin is your secret password. 
It is and always will be the 
leanest cut of meat, despite 
your choice of animal. 

Beef tenderloin, lamb 
loin, or pork tenderloin 
always come from beneath 
the ribs next to the backbone 
where fat rarely accumulates. 
Since it is an underused 
muscle it always stays tender. 

Here are some tips for 
cooking it: 

• Use a meat thermometer 
and don’t cook past 140 F 
(even the pork!). It may still 
be a little pink. 

• Season the loin well and 
roast at a high temperature 
(425 F) for a quick weeknight 
meal. 


Mediterranean or Caribbean 
seasonings. 

• Serve loin with something 
sweet like chutney or fruit 
compote. 

• Bake a couple extra and 
use throughout the week. 
They’re great in sandwiches, 
salads and stir hys. 

• Some wrap it in bacon to 
add flavour and keep the 
meat extra moist. 

Always allow tenderloin 
to rest before slicing. Five to 
eight minutes tented with 
foil should do it. The juices 
can run out if it’s cut while 
still too hot and your meat 
may end up stringy. And no 
one but Tarzan wants string 
on their loin.

To go raw or not? 


For most of us, piping hot, 
slathered with butter and 
sprinkled with salt really is 
the best way to enjoy corn 
on the cob. 

Our only gripe with it? It’s 
so good, we tend to forget 
that fresh corn doesn’t need 
to be cooked to be delicious. 

Adding raw corn kernels 
is an easy way to push just 
about any salad over the top. 

The best way to cut ker¬ 
nels from an ear of corn is 
to stand each ear on its wide 


end on a cutting board. Then 
use a serrated to knife to saw 
down the side of the cob, 
cutting just deep enough to 
slice off the kernels. Rotate 
the cob and saw down again, 
repeating until all of the ker¬ 
nels are removed. 

Not ready to go raw? Here 
is a Corn and Edamame Suc¬ 
cotash that still gets you 
thinking beyond the basic 
cob. 

1. In a large deep skillet 


over medium-high, melt the 
butter. Add the garlic, onion 
and red pepper flakes, then 
saute for 4 to 5 minutes, or 
until tender. 

2. Add celery, red pepper, 
corn kernels and edamame.

Goodell in ‘difficult 
situation*: Bettman 


Commiserating with 
NFLcommish. NHL 

boss says being under 
microscope part of job 


Gaiy Bettman understands 
the intense scrutiny NFL com¬ 
missioner Roger Goodell is 
under. 

Goodell has been harshly 
criticized for being too lenient 
or not acting quickly enough 
to punish Ray Rice, Adrian 
Peterson and other players in¬ 
volved in a rash of recent do¬ 
mestic violence incidents. 

“I think he’s working very 
hard in a difficult situation,” 
Bettman, the NHL’s longtime 
commissioner, said Monday. 

Bettman said it’s impos¬ 
sible to be too comfortable 
in a job like his or Goodell’s 
because unpredictable things 
happen. 

“Whenever that phone 
rings, and sometimes it does 
at two in the morning, you’ve 
got to respond and you’ve got 
to have your A-game other¬ 
wise you’re liable to make a 
mistake, and when you make 
a mistake in this position, it 
gets magnified,” Bettman said 
at a meeting for The Canadian 
Club of Toronto. 

Arrested for punching his 
then-fiancee and now wife ear¬ 
lier this year, Rice was origin¬ 
ally suspended for two games,
